THE CONSTITUTION OF HONGKONG. 


‘The petition of inhabitants af Hongkong 
praying for an amendment of the constitu. 
tion.of that, colony in the direction of repre. 
sentative. government, which. was preaented 
to the House of Commons on Thursday leat 
(21st Mas.),'will probably recsive the more 
attention in consequence of the events whisk 
haye of late tended. to give inotensing 
importance to the centre of feitian otereite 
in the China Sees, It is more than doubtfnt 
whother this ioereaning importance will tead 
in the direction desired by tho framers. of 
the petition. Hongkong, aa the petitioners 
themselves polnt out, is a frontioe fortress 
and « naval depot, the head quarters of Her 
Majesty's floctin the China Seas, and the 
natural base of naval nod military operations 
ghould. they aver unfortunately become 
necessary in that portion of the world, it 
may be very briefly desoribed as the Gibral- 
ter -of tha Esstern Pacific, It is on a 
somewhat larger soale than Gibraltar, being 
11 miles long by two to five miles “mide, 
Like Gibraltar it is a fortified rook, of 
which the batteries protect a free port. ‘Ite 
harbour is one of the most magnificent in 
the world, and its interests are whally based 
upon its atrategio and commercial position,
